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WASHINGTON — House Republicans 
appeared galvanized last fall when they un- 
, veiled a detailed. welfare-reform, package 
that was much tougher than whafClinton 
advisers Were discussing and that attracted 
admiring glances from some conservative 
Demoemus, 

The Republican plan more than matched 
President Clinton’s id e a of a mandatory 
work requirement for those who stay on" 
Aid to Families with Dcpehduni Children 
for more than two years, and it called for an 


outright ban on assistance for tecn-aged 
mothers of illegitimate children, a muclt 
more .severe .sanction than Clinton was con- 
sidering. 

For a while. Uie plan appeared to have 
bridged the party’s svide ideological spec- 
trum. But a recent spate of attaek.s from the 
' party's right has splintered GOP unity and 
Thursday a small group of conservative Re- 
publicans. led by fretthmen Rep. James M. 
Talent. Mo., and Sen. La uch Faircloth. 
N.L',, introduced a much more restrictive 
plan to compete with the original OOP pro- 
posal. 


Arguing that llie welfare system pro- 
motes illegilimaey. the Talent-i'airdoth 
plan would cut olTheiients to unmarried 
mothers under llic age of 2 1 and turn over, 
the savings to the states' for programs to 
care for the children, such as orphanages 
and group homes. The proposal Jilso would 
impose a ceiling on future welfare spending 
and force 50 peecnl of the welfare easeload 
into a work program hy ly'Jh, 

The maiorilv Remihiican pl.’in would alsu. 
eui off AFDC henenis for unwed motliers. 
•but if'would target a 'smaller population 
those below the age of IS who eoiild live 


with their parents. That plan, which has 
been endorsed by 1 60 of the 176 1 louse Re- 
publicans. would also give states the optioii 
of passing legislation to restore the AiTDC 
benefits, a provision that has been roundly 
attacked by Bennett and others. 

While the House plan woald also impose 
a work retjuircmeiU' on AIT3C recipients, 
the retjuirenienl would be phased in more 
graduiilly than the Talcm-Fairelulh proptis- 
:il to give s t!iies_iime-iu-ii(liiiV unite ct:— 
quirement.

TWIN FALLS - They came, they saw, 
but will they "chicken out?" 

Two representatives from Los Angeles 
radio station KLOS got their first look at 
the Snake River Canyon Wednesday night. 
The station hopes to catapult a 200-pound 
fiberglass statue called "Elvis Bob” across 
the canyon in a June publicity stunt. 

But station representatives acknowledged 
Thursday that the canyon had more than 
exceeded their expectations. 

‘it’s a lot bigger, a lot wider and a lot 
deeper than we thought," said Carey Curcl- 
op, programming director for KLOS. 

Staiion-prcsideni'and-goneral-manager- 

Bill Sommers explained how the pair ap- 
proached the precipice. Curclop crawled on 
hands and knees, while Sommers got no 
closer than 25 feet from the rim. 

“Standing at the jump site was a hum- 
bling experience." Curclop said. 

The Snake River Canyon is 1,800 feet 
wide and 485 feet deep at the ramp where 
motorcycle daredevil Evel Knicvcl unsuc- 
cessfully tried to fiy over the canyon in a 
steam-powered rocket in September 1974. 


Kent Just, executive, vice president of the 
Twin Falls Area Chamber bf Commerce, 
said Thursday lie thought the radio station 
might modify, or even “chicken out," of the 
stunt after seeing the canyon. 

“I think they understand the enormity of 
it now," Just said Tliursday. 

Early cost estimates for the stum range 
between S60.000 and S75.000. but the costs 
arc only a means to iho radio station's 
greater goal. 

"It’s a promotional stunt for ratings." 
Curclop said. 

KLOS-FM is ranked second among 
Southern Californians aged 25-54. The sta- 
tion’s morning disc Jockeys. Mark Thomp- 
son and Brian Phelps, have been talking up 
-thtsmnLihroughouulicjpring. 

Thompson and Phelps say th"ey'arc bring-- 
ing Elvis Bob to Twin Falls to pay homage 
to Knicvcl’s jump 20 years ago, The DJs 
used a catapult to launch Elvis Bob across 
the fountains at Caesars Palace last year in 
Las Vegas. 

The DJs arc expected to visit Twin Falls 
sometime in.lhe ncxl two weeks. 

Although the radio station will need to 
clear a "safe'" landing ground for Elvis Bob

WASHINGTON — • Imva had the weak- 
est income growth in the nation last year as • 
residents of that slate and four otheTs'ln the 
Midwest saw per capita incomes battered 
by devastating floods, tlie government said 
Thursday. 

Per capita incomes edged up a minuscule 
0.2 percent in Iowa, far below the national 
average of 3.5 percent, the Commerce De- 
partment said. 

By contrast, residents of Montana en- 
joyed the fastest income growth in the 
country, a 6.7 percent jump that was credit- 
ed to farm incomes and earnings in the 
non-durabic manufacturing and scrsaccs in- 
dustries. 

Idaho was close behind, with a 6 percent, 
increase which left the stale in 38ih place 
nationally at an income ofSI7,646 per per- 
son. 

The Rocky Mountain region showed a. 
4.7 percent incrcasi to SI9.160 but ranked 
sixth among the .... regions in the nation. 

Iowa in 1992 liad enjoyed a similarly ro- 
bust 6.9 percent spun in incomes, but last 
year the bad weather and reduced fann out- 
put took their loll tliruughoui the Midwest. 

In addition to Iowa. North Dakota, Mis- 
souri. South Dakota and Minnesota "had 
declines in farm income rcllecting crop 
damage and unin.sured losses to fann prop- 
cny caused by the Hoods," the report said. 

The five fann states and C-alifomia. New 
York and Washington were the only stales 
where per capita personal income gains 
failed to outpace llic 3 percent increase in 
inflation. 

Growth was held to 2.6 percent in Nonh 
Dakota, down from 9.2 percent in 1992; 2.6 
percent in Mis.souri. down from 4,7 percent 
'a ye.ar earlier; 2.7 percent in South Dakota, 
down from 5.6 percent; and 2.7 percent in 
Minnesota, down from 6.4 percent 

Per capita incomes edged up 2.2 percent 
in California, down from a 2,9 percent ad- 
-viincc-mJ992;.2.2_p_erccnt in New York, 
down from 5.4 percent; and 2TS percenrin 
Washington, down from 6 pereenl a year 
c.irlicr. 

Growth was held i>aek in the three states 
by declines in earnings in the durable 
goods industries and weakness in construc- 
tion earnings. The declines in the Califor- 
• nia and Washington durable manufacturing 
earnings reflected job cutbacks in the air- 
craft industry.

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^ JOHANNESBURG. South 
•Africa — The cnd.of white minori- 
ty rule in South Africa closes the 
colonial period in Africa after 125 
bitter years of conquest, greed and 
bloodshed. 

In its wake, South Africa joins' 
the rest of the continent in the 
struggle to find African solutions to 
problems such as poverty, civil war 
and corruption. 

"Wc are now finally cutting the 
link with our colonial mother," said 
"Pro j^sbr Sample l cfreblahchc, uii 


economic historian at Stellpbosch 
University near Cape Town. "Now 
wc become a part of Africa." 

.Britain, France, Jtalyj Portugal 
and Germany divided up the vast 
African continent in a few brief 
years at the end of the 19th century, 
in what became known ns "the 
scramble.” 

The European powers relin- 
quished their African possessions 
almost as quickly in the 20th centu- 
ry. Mozambique won independence 
from Portugal in 1975: Britain’s 
Rhodesia tu rned into Zimbabwe in 
~1980;"lh'iTTonncr German mandate 


of South-West Africa became 
Namibia In 1990. 

Though not strictly speaking a 
colony. South Africa wa.s the last 
European toehold on the continent. 
Many whites here previously lied

WASHINGTON — After a fractious debate about drug addicts and 
alcoholics on the dole, a House committee voted Tiiursday to kick 
substance abusers off federal disability rolls after 36 months. 

.nic-vote-by-the-Housc-Ways and Mcans Committee came on an 

amendment to legislation that would spin off Social Security from the 
Department of Health and Human Services and make it an indepen- 
dent agency. 

The bill, which al.so restrict unsupervised cash payments to drug 
abu-sers and alcoholics who collect Social Security, is expected to be 
approved by the committee next week. 

$580 million earmarked for screens 

WASHINGTON — Tiie Pentagon will spend $580 million over the 
next five years ti> foster private production of computer screens that 
could be used in items such- as dLsplays in soldiers’ helmets and bat- 
tlefield maps that can be instantly updated. 

TIxe plan to sharply increase government spending on the "flat 
panel di.splays” is aimed at overtaking Japan's lead in producing 
items based on technology originally developed in the United States. 

The program will provide matching research and development 
funds to businesses willing lo build plants lo produce the panels, the 
I’cniagun said. 

Chicago exchange rejects request 

CHICAGO — The Chicago Mercantile Exchange rebuffed a 
-request from Republicans on the Senate Banking Committee for 
records that could shed more light on how Hillary Rodham Clinton 
reaped a S9‘J,0(H) profit on a $1,000 commodities investment. 

The exchange recently gathered and sealed the trading data at 
the direction of federal regulators but will not release them unless 
subpoenaed, exchange spokesman Andrew Yemma said 
Thursday.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court struggled Thursday 
with how to safeguard tlie free- 
speech rights of anii»nbortion 
demonstrators while also protecting 
aiiorlion clinic patients and employ- 
ees from harassment. 

In a closely watched case from 
Melbourne. Fla., the court is trying 
lo clarify how fat judges and local 
goYcrnmcnis may go In restricting 
protests outside abortion clinics. 

Comments fro m several justices 
during Thursday’s 6l)-minute argu- 
ment session suggested the task is 
not going to be easy. 

"This is a complicated case." 
Justice Jolm Paul Stevens said. 

Justice Antonin Scalia told one of 
tlie arguing lawyers. "I must say, you 
have me thoroughly confused." And 
Justice Sandra Day O'Connor called 
one line of argument “s(J confusing." 

The court's nine members will 
cast their initial votes behind dosed 
doors Friday, but are not expected to 
announce their decision until late 
June. 

Mathew Slaver, an Orlando 
lawyer repre.scnling three anti-abor- 
lion uetivisis. argued that a Florida 
judge had gone loo far in trying lo 
protect patients and employees at a 
Melbourne abortion clinic. 

The judge issued an injunction 
barring Operation Rescue members 
and those acting "in concert" with 


them from coming williin .^(i I'cct of 
the clinic — effcctivdy keeping all _ 
protesters across the street fioni the' 
clinic's property. 

The judge also created a 3l)lMooi 
protest-free /one. in which detimn- 
strators cannot approach someone 
seeking tlie clinic's services without 
some kind of invitation to do so. 

"Tlie injunction is overkill." 
Slaver said. "Tliis injunction, rather 
than using a surgeon's scalpel, cuts 
willi a butcher's knife." 

But Florida State University 
President Talbot D'Aleniberlc. rep- 
resenting tlie clinic’s owners, argued 
that people intent on dosing down 
the clinic must be restrained. 

“These rescue organizations do 
not represent the entire pro-life 
movement, only a small portion ot 
it." D'Alemherte said, adding llial 
not all anti-abortion demonstrators 
are bound by tlie injunction. 

Solicitor General Drew Days 111. 
representing the Clinton ailmiiiistra- 
lion, also urged the justices to 
uphold the Florida judge's injunc- 
tion.

Workers* compensation Ls an in- 
dispensable safeguard for employ- 
ees. It assures that a person hurt on 
tile job is not left with huge medi- 
cal bills - or worse, an untreated 
and disabling injury. 

But some states's compensation 
costs have been swollen by false or 
inllated claims. Injuries can be ex- 
aggerated. or compensation can be 
claimed long after an injury is 
healed. Sometimes, doctors inllate 
. Ji i 1 1 s . T hese costs arc passed on to 


businesses in the form of higher in- 
surtmee premiums, and then to con- 
sumers in higher-priced goods and 
services. 

The most notorious e.xamplc is 
California, where high costs of 
workers' comp are viewed as an in- 
centive for businesses to move 
elsewhere. One place they move is 
Idaho. '

able to avoid abuses and keep costs.

‘Helas pour moi’ shows Godard’s mastery, passion

God wears a raincoat and carries a 
copy of the London Ob.scrver in "Hclas 
pour moi," Jcan-Luc Godard’s lale'st 
film and one ofhis wildc-st and richest.-- 

Godard w;ts one of the founders of 
the French New Wave, and in the ’60s 
he was a name (o conjure with tit the 
box office, with .such international suc- 
cesses as "Breathless." "Pierrot Ic Fou" 
_ and "Contempt" to Jiis credit. 

Though Godard has continued to 
make films, they aren’t often import- 
ed these days, perhaps because the 
American art-house audience has 


lost its taste for challenge and con- 
frontation. We now prefer our for- 
eign film.s pre-digested and us much 
like Hollywood products as possible. 

Godard asks, however, that his pub- 
lic work with him. He makes his 
movies oul-of.story-fragmcnls and 
enigmatic images, out of quotes from 
texts, paintings, classical music and 
other films, jLsking liis audience to find 
the links among the highly varied hits 
and pieces he puts on display. 

“Hclas pour moi" - which translates 
roughly as “woe is me" - finds its 
framework in the Greek myth of Al- 
cmcnc. who was seduced by Zeus in 
the fomi of her husband. Amphitryon. 


and gave birth to Hetrulcs. In Godard’s 
version, set by a beautiful Swiss lake 
that serves. as a constant sign of the 
eternal, Alcmene is Rachel Donnadieu 
(Laurence Masliah). a village 
schoolteacher, and Amphitryon is her 
husband, Simon (Gerard Deparoieu), 
manager of the local inn.

It’s a sure-fire film formula; A free- 
spirited stranger suddenly appears 
among a clutch of uptight individuals, 
transforms (heir lives with his forceful 
personality, then moves on.

The comedy-drama is tailor-made 
for Joe Pesd. cunently the screen’s fa- 
vorite niscal. He’s the tattered, beard- 


ed, scruffy Simon Wilder, who prides 
himself in being a bum. nol a homeless 
person. A bum. he explains, is stime- 
onc who has dropped out of society of 
his own free will, nol economic hard- 
ship. 

"Simon makes a habit of hanging 
around university campu.scs. He holes- 
up in the boiler room of Harvard’s 
Widencr Library. Student Brendan 
Fraser slips on ice and loses the only 
copy of his doctoral thesis down a li- 
brary grate. Simon holds the 
manuscript hostage, demanding food 
and favors for each page. 

Gradually. Simon enters the lives 
of four housp-sharing students.
